There really is no "skill" involved in sending a low power signal... you 
simply crank down the power [...] 

The REAL skill come with HEARING QRP signals. THIS is what separates 

us from the unwashed masses running QRO. 


VV VV Vv 


Absolutely agree - hearing is what make us the best! 
I'd like to add to it, though. The trick to successful 
QRP is BEING HEARD. To that end, efficient antennas, 
good operating techniques (zero-beat instead of 
accidentally 500Hz off, clean fist, etc) and knowledge 
of the bands - it's all money in the bank! And these 
are the things a newbie is likely to lack. That's the 
root of the problem, IMHO. 


That's not to say you can't load up the raingutter 
with 500mW and make contacts, and if that makes you 
happy then that's all that counts. Most QRPers strive 
to put up the best system they possibly can though. 
All RF is not generated equally. :) Given the same 
power out, the fellow with the simple resonant dipole 
high in the trees will make many more QSOs than the 
brave raingutter operator. 


So making the most out of the few watts you have will 
get you heard, and getting heard is how you will make 
QSOs. Even the best op can't work you if your sig is 
below the noise because you lost half your power to 
wretched feedline and a poor antenna. 


> You are a new ham... you are in the novice bands... you are MORE THAN 
> LIKELY only going to find other new hams to talk with. Nobody has a 


> heck of a lot of experience hearing CW signals anyways - Strike Two. 


Actually, when I was a Tech+ (1992) most of my 

QSOs were with General and higher hams. Couldn't 

find a fellow newbie to save my life! But the 

point is still valid - many General+ hams hang 

out in the N/T+ segment because their code is 

rusty, and a marginal sig with shakey fist may 

drive them away. ‘Course others hang out there 

to give the newbies experience and help them along.... 


> So yes I agree completely with Dave's 1983 article. QRP is not for the 
> newcomer and in addition, it's not for everyone. This is a statement I 
> beleive was, is, and always - will be true. 


Know what went a long way in making QRP work for 
me as a newbie? Believe it or not, the manual that 
came with my MFJ-9020! (I bought it for incentive 
to upgrade. :-) ) There were two key parts: 


1) It drove home the idea of how simple and effective 
a resonant dipole was (along with the importance of 
an efficient antenna). 


2) It taught me to call the loudest signals I could 
find on the band. This turned out to be the "magic 
key" for starting out. Once I started doing this, 
my logbook filled up quickly. 


So I'll lobby to add a corollary to Dave's statement: 


Newbies can try QRP, particularly if they make 
sure they have a simple, efficient antenna and 
are answering the loudest signals on the band. 

If that doesn't work, turn up the power! If that 
doesn't help, they need to find an Elmer fast! ;-) 


Kind of wordy, I know, and yes QRP is a tougher road 
to follow than most. Yet I firmly believe that with 
items (1) and (2) above in mind, many folks could start 
out QRP and be happy. And they can always QRO as needed. 


Been there, done that. ;-) Just my thoughts. Absolutely 
no flames intended or implied, but figured a different 
perspective might add to the discussion. 


Have I mentioned how incredibly lucky I was to have QRP-L 
spring up not too long into my ham career? You folks 

have put me light-years ahead of where I would've been 
otherwise! A thousand thanks to all! 


(Divided by the number of QRP-L subscribers, that makes 
half a 'thanks' for each of you - better up my offer... :-) )

Just to settle this; I had a very high noise level from power lines that 
was constant from about S7 to S9 +10. I had the JPS NIR 12 and both 
the DeMaw QRM Squasher and the JPS ANC 4. They are all SUPERB 

products. BUT, the ANC 4 or the QRM Squasher did a MUCH BETTER job of 
eliminating the noise. Why? Because, by using an external wire antenna 
thrown up on the roof, it could phase null the noise BEFORE it reached 
the receiver and triggered the AGC. If there was still a problem, the 
NIR 12 finished it off. I tried many tests of this. The NIR 12 has 
amazing DSP noise reduction capabilities, but phase cancelling the noise 
at the input to the receiver is much more effective. This is true for 
power line noise, TV pulse noise, computer hash, etc. 


If the noise is not local, then the DSP will shine, such as on 
atmospheric noise, or hetrodynes. 


One last effect was noted: When I assembled my armada of noise reduction 
hardware, the noise dissappeared! I guess I scared it off...

I just started polishing the brass on the norcal paddle project. 
It looks like jewelry now. 


Start with 400 wet sand paper. Place the sand paper on a couple sheet of 
newspaper on a flat surface. Wet the brass (with water) and rub the piece 
lengthwise on the sandpaper. (keep the sandpaper wet) 

When all of the machining swirls and pits are gone..stop. 


Next use a 1500 grit color sanding paper. Place on newspaper as 
above..flat surface, etc 

Wet the brass part and stroke lengthwise on the sandpaper. By 50 strokes 
or so you will be able to see yourself in the shiney part. 


If you want perfection; get some 10,000 grit sanding gel on a damp cloth 
and repeat above. 


The 1500 grit wet paper can be used to put a nice finish on enamel paint 
used on the base. polish it with a dry rag after sanding. 


Now how to protect the brass....put it in a drawer?or on a shelf ? :-)

The issue of whether beginners should start out in ham radio with only a QRP 
rig has been discussed before on this list. That is not to say it is 
inappropriate to take it up again, but it does mean that there are two strong 
schools of thought which persist. One thing I have learned, though, is that 
anecdotal evidence may not tell us much, except to prove that some hams can 
succeed, even when they burden themselves with extra handicaps by not 
listening to experienced advice. 


I remember a bitter note from a beginner who was unsubscribing from this list 
about three years ago. He had built a crystal controlled QRP rig and was 
calling CQ for hours without making any contacts. He had had it with this 
QRP stuff, and he was very frustrated. Of course, his main problem was that 
he knew nothing about propagation (he was calling on the wrong band, at the 
wrong time of day), and he had no idea how difficult it can be to snag a QSO 
on a fixed freq by just calling CQ with a couple of watts. What he needed was 
an Elmer, and probably, for a while anyway, more watts. Say what you like, he 
would likely have made some contacts if he had had 50 watts instead of three. 


I have been teaching a novice/tech course in our local adult ed. program for 
more than 15 years. I do not recommend QRP to my class, at least not for the 
first rig. A reliable, stable, reasonably accurate commercial transceiver is 
what most beginners need. I still like the TS-520 for a novice rig. (Please, 
let's not start a string of messages over the choice of used commercial rigs 
for beginners.) Beginners learn from getting on the air and making contacts. 
They learn absolutely nothing from sending long, repeated CQs with no replies. 
QRP, regardless of the skills of the operator, will naturally result in fewer 
contacts. If you deny that fact, well, then we aren't going to agree on much 
else. 


I know from experience that about 20% of my class will fall by the wayside 
when they learn the "Novice Course" is interactive, requiring study, as 


opposed to being a lecture/show. 

The ones who finish, take their test and get on the air are fewer still. I 
try to help them find equipment, check it out, and make house calls to see 
that the rig has an antenna! These new folks are precious, and we can't 
afford to lose even one. They have to make contacts, though, if they are 
going to stay interested enough to stay in ham radio. 


So, to those of you who started from scratch, built your first transceiver 
with a soldering gun and a hammer, upgraded to Extra with that one band, QRP 
rig, hats off to you. But that is not the best way for most beginners. 
Without Elmering, most beginners will make very few contacts with such a rig, 
if they get it working at all. And they won't learn much about operating by 
sending CQs. And we will lose some of these frustrated folks before we can 
set the hook for life. We can't afford that. 


Myth: "QRP is cheap for a beginner." Not true. A single band rig will cost 
about 100 dollars. Three bands will cost three times that, and a used 
transceiver from Yaesu or Kenwood will cost the same with five bands in it. 
Remember, the WARC bands aren't available to Tech Plus licensees anyway. A 
novice needs more than one band, because propagation dictates that a single 
band won't be enough. 


Finally, QRPers have a certain amout of elitism--we like to tell folks we have 
more skill. Not necessarly. All we have are rigs with weak transmitters. 

Any fool can have a transmitter with a weak transmitter and call him/herself a 
QRPer. But a SKILLED qrper can make contacts with a weak transmitter. He 
does so by knowing where, precisely, to put his little signal to get it heard, 
and by knowing where and when to call. I do not suggest that QRP isn't for 
novices because we QRPers are an elite group, or that they can't join our 
exclusive club. The DXers like to say, "DX is." I say, "QRP is." And it is 
there for everyone, when are ready.

Let's face it - a newbie with a rockbound self-built 
homebrew rig? That likely put out milliwatts with marginal 
signal quality? To who-knows-where relative to his rcv 
freq? Good heavens, this poor critter (IMHO) was doomed! 
And not representative of those entering the hobby today. 


Remember my assertion: 


One thing I have learned, though, is that anecdotal evidence may not 
tell us much, except to prove that some hams can succeed, even when 
they burden themselves with extra handicaps by not listening to 


I remember a bitter note from a beginner who was unsubscribing from this 
list about three years ago. He had built a crystal controlled QRP rig 
and was calling CQ for hours without making any contacts. 


He had had it 


Newbies can try QRP, particularly if they make 
sure they have a simple, efficient antenna and 
are answering the loudest signals on the band. 


I submit that by following the above, newbies can be 
successful xand*x happy with QRP. 


> A reliable, stable, reasonably accurate commercial transceiver is what 
> most beginners need. 


Totally agree! 


> Beginners learn from getting on the air and making contacts. 
> They learn absolutely nothing from sending long, repeated CQs with 
> no replies. 


True at any power level. But again, the crux of my position 

was that the secret for Newbie QRP Success was to answer the 
loudest sigs on the band. It works, really! You may have to 

wait to catch a guy who's ragchewing, but heck, that's just 

extra CW copying practice! ;-) 


> QRP, regardless of the skills of the operator, will naturally result 
> in fewer contacts. If you deny that fact, well, then we aren't going 
> to agree on much else. 


;-) While true in a purely technical sense, I'm not sure 
this argument holds in practice. Of all the QRPers here, who 
feels there logboook is lacking? Were there some QSOs you 
couldn't get? Yep. Did you walk away from the rig, or did 
you QSY and look for another sig and have success? Made the 
one or two QSOs you had time for, the QRTd, right? Same 
number of QSOs, just took an extra minute or two to find 
someone. 


Again, technically that statement holds, but in real world 
day-to-day operating I don't think it makes a difference. 
Unless one is loading their raingutter with a Pixie, but 
then again it's their choice and they're having fun. ;-) 


This is in no way meant as a slam on you, Preston. Far 
from it. I just have a habit of questioning conventional 
wisdom. It's what I get paid to do. ;-) 


> The ones who finish, take their test and get on the air are fewer still. 
> I try to help them find equipment, check it out, and make house calls to 
> see that the rig has an antenna! These new folks are precious, and we 


> can't afford to lose even one 


Elmering is alive and well! Wahoo! Absolutely agree that 
newbies are more precious than gold. All of us should be 
seeking them out and helping as much as we can. How many 
of us actually do? :-( 


Myth: "QRP is cheap for a beginner." Not true. A single band rig 
will cost about 100 dollars. Three bands will cost three times that, 
and a used transceiver from Yaesu or Kenwood will cost the same with 
five bands in it. 


VVV Vv 


3 bands for a newbie to be successful? Naw. 40m. It's 
usually open xsomewherex, most of the day and night. 
Particularly if you think of the typical newbie's 
operating sked - get home, have dinner, hit rig for an 
hour. Weekend afternoons. Etc. 'Course with the sunspots 
coming back, 15/10m will be a hoot! 


QRP xisx cheap for a beginner. For starting out, a rig 

like an MFJ-9040 has more than adequate performance. Buy 

‘em used for $110. Little drift? Yeah. Incredible filtering? 
Nope. Puts out a clean sig and has adequate rcv? YES! 

We're talking about a starter rig here. Just think how 

many more folks would give HF a try if they knew that for 
$150 they could get on the air? ($120 for MFI, $15 for 
straight key, $10 for coax, $5 for wire and center 
connector). 


> Remember, the WARC bands aren't available to Tech Plus licensees anyway. 
> A novice needs more than one band, because propagation dictates that a 
> single band won't be enough. 


Again, 40m is "local" in the day, longer at night. The 
times it's completely dead all day/night, most of the 
bands available to a Tech+ are dead too. Good enough 
for the number of QSOs a worker/student has time for. 


> I say, "QRP is." And it is there for everyone, when are ready. 


Yep! All I'm adding is that most folks xarex ready from 
the start, IF they: 


1) Have a simple, efficient antenna and, 
2) Answer the loudest sigs on the band. 


Elmers can get ‘em started and making QRP QSOs by just 
pounding that into their heads. :) And the critters 


will have $350 more in their checkbooks to boot! 


Preston, a challenge for you sir. Take a few of your 
newbies. Ask for volunteers. Set them up for QRP. Make 
sure they have a cheap, simple, resonant dipole up in 

the trees 20-30 ft. Tell them to answer the loudest sigs 
on the band, rather than call CQ, waiting for the loudest 
fellow to finish a QSO if they have to. (Remember, that's 
extra copying practice!) 


Compare them with the other newbies a few months later. 
I'll bet you a NorCal kit they'll be happy and successful. 
And early on if they flounder and flail as you predict, 
you can just turn the power up, no harm done, no newbies 
lost. 


Really, give it a try! I've got a friend who teaches 
here in the valley - I'll give him a call tonight and 
try to set up my own "experiment". 


Remember, Conventional Wisdom often exists not because 
it's right, but because it's what everyone is *convinced* 
is right. Think of that poor researcher who recently 
discovered that many ulcers were actually "bug" infections 
and easily treated with antibiotics. His own colleagues 
laughed at him! The scientific community wouldn't even 
xtest*x his discovery because clearly it was wrong. He 
couldn't even get his results published! 


QRPers have innovated so much lately, it's only natural 
we should be the ones to innovate how QRPers come into 
this world. ;-)
